And, when he 
has stood forth in the field of combat, and 
aimed the deadly weapon, and through 
want of skill only, through fear and trem- 
hiiiin 1 , has failed to prostrate his victim, is 
he therefore not a .murderer 1 Is the pro¬ 
fessed robber who fails in his attempt, 
therefore not a robber ? Is the assassin, 
because his thrust was not deadly, there¬ 
fore not an assassin ?

I know it is said that a man’s principh 
and bis private character are nothing to 
us. If his ability be adequate and his pol¬ 
itics correct, apd his public conduct,as yet, 
irreproachable, this is sufficient.

Dis- 
tense with moral principle and private vir¬ 
ile, and all is gone. You can find no sub- 
ilitute; honor ism cobweb, and patriotism 
m empty-name in the hour of trial. Ad- 
nit that there are instances, in which men 
Institute of principle have acted with in- 
egrity in public’stations ;* can you tell me 
m many thousands have betrayed their 
rusts for want of it l These are exempt 
ases—the persons did not happen to be 
erupted.

IE TENDENCY OF DUELING 
IE LIBERTY OF SPEECH AND < 

IS ALSO DIRECT 

The people have a right to investigate 
the conduct of rulers, and to scrutinize the 
character of candidates for office ; and as 
e private and moral character of a man 
the truest index, it becomes them to be 
particular on this point. But who will 
speak oa this subject, who will publish, 
lien the duelist stands before him with a 
pistol at the breast ? And what aggravates 
the restraint, the more unprincipled and 
vile the man, the greater need of speak¬ 
ing, the greater danger of unveiling his 
enormity. While beat upon promotion, 
and desperate in his course, he is prepar¬ 
ed to seal in death the lip that shall pub¬ 
lish his infamy. What should you think 
of a law that forbade the people to speak 
of the immoralities of candidates for of¬ 
fice—which made death the penalty of 
transgression ? 

We should mot endure it a moment. | 

GLARING INCONSISTENCY. 

If the road to Washington was beset 
with robbers—if they sacrificed yearly 
many asare now slain in duels, could the 
•wretches live unmolested ? Their crimes 
notorious, could they mingle in societ 1 
Could they boast of their prowess, a 
'ary in their shame ? Could they enjoy 
e confidence of the people, and receive 
eir suffrages, and be made guardians of 
vil liberty ? 

The inconsistency of voting for duelists 
glaring. To profess attachment to lib¬ 
erty, and vote tor men whose principles 
and whose practices are alike hostile to 
liberty—to contend for equal laws, and 
;!othe with power those who despise them 
—to enact laws, and entrust their execu- 
ion to men who are the first to break 
hem, is a farce too ridiculous to Deleted 
by freemen. In voting for the duelist, we 
patronize a criminal whom, in our law, we 
have doomed to die. With one hand we 
act the gallows, and with the other res- 
e the victim ; at one breath declare him 
fit to live, and the next constitute him 
the guardian of our rights ! 

Cancel, 1 beseech you, the laws against 
dueling—annihilate your criminal code— 
level to tie ground your prisons, and re- 
re to the sweets of society and the em- 
ees of charity their more innocent vic- 
s. Be consistent. If you tolerate one 
of villains, tolerate them all ; if murder 
does not stagger your confidence, let it 
waver at inferior crimes, 
a our prayers we request that God 
ild bestow upon us good rulers; just 
ruling in the fear, of God, But by vo¬ 
ting for duelists we demonstrate the insin- 
irity of such prayers—for when, by the 
Providence of God, it is left to our choice 
whom we will have, we vote for murder¬ 
ers. Unless, therefore, we would contin¬ 
ue to mock God by hypocritical prayers, 
we must cease to patronize men of blood. 
By elevating to important stations men 
whose hands are stained with blood, we 
do little less than reward them _/br their 
crimes.

Our God calls us from heaven—the dam¬ 
ned call us from hell—the blood of mur¬ 
dered victims from the ground lifts up its 
voice and mingles with the cry of the wid- 
097 and the fatherless—the example of our 
Savior, of the prophets, of the apostles, 
forbid us to be silent or inactive. 

It is the duty of ministers to direct the 
attention of their people, and arouse thei 
just indignation toward criminals of this 
description.

THE ONLY REMEDY. 

Withholding the public suffrage from 
duelists, is the only method in which there 
is the least prospect of arresting the prac¬ 
tice of dueling. 

We may reason and ridicule, and la¬ 
ment, and remonstrate, and threaten, and 
legislate, and multiply penalties, and the 
evil will still progress. There is no w 
to deal with these men, but to make tin 
feel their dependence on the people ; and 
no way to effect this, but to take the pun¬ 
ishment into our own hands. Our coti- 
ience must be the judge, and we must 
convict, and fine,and disgrace them at the 
polls. Here, and no where beside, will 
voice, be heard, and our will become 
w. Withhold the public suffrage from 
the duelist, and the practice of fighting 
duels would speedily cease. 

DUTY OF MINISTERS. 

Nothing is necessary to awaken and 
embody in one formidable phalanx of op¬ 
position, the great mass of our plain and 
honest people, but to place the crime in its 
horrid aspect and fearful connections full 
before them. Only let them see,and they 
ill feel—let them feel, and they will set, 
will hurl indignantly every duelist whom 
they have elevated, from his eminence, 
and consign to merited infamy every one 
who shall solicit their favor. 

Nor is it impracticable thus to exhibit 
the subject. Ministers of different de¬ 
nominations, all united, would be able to 
effect it perfectly. Let each, in his ap¬ 
pointed sphere, make due exertion to en- 
" 1 this flock, and the fire of indigna- 
ould soon begin to blaze through the 
nation. And if beside such exertions, fur¬ 
ther efforts should he needful, the newspa¬ 
per, the magazine, and tract, may be en¬ 
listed as auxiliaries. 

Nor can any one reasonably object to 
such conduct on the part of ministers; nor 
ill any one probably attempt it, who does 
' , fear the 


You have often lamented the prevalei 
of duelling, but have not known how, 
individuals, to arrest the evil. Now you 
perceive what you can do. The remedy 
b you, it is simple and easy and 
ndifyoudonot apply it, if you 
i to vote for duelists, and thus to 
uphold the crime, you are partakers in the 
sin, and accountable for all the evils which 
will ensue, nnd which you may now so 
aily prevent. 

Ily the appointment of duellists 
office will justly offend the Most High, end 
assuredly call down upon us the judgment of\ 
aven. Duelling is a great national sin, 
ith the exception of a small section of 
e Union, the whole land is defiled with 
blood. 

On the floor of Congress, challenges 
have been threatened, if not given ; and 
has powder and ball have been introduc- 
;d as the auxiliaries, of deliberation. Oh, 
tell it not in Gath, publish it not in the 
streets of Askelon ! Alas ! it is too late to 
conceal our infanr y. We are murderers, 
a nation of murderers, white we tolerate 
and reward the perpetrators of the crime. 
And shall I not visit for these things, siiit.ii 
the Lord ? Shall not my soul be avenged 
on such a nation as this ? 

OBJECTIONS ANSWERED. 

But, it will be said, especially in cases 
of contested elections, if you refuse tc 
vote for this man because he is a duelist, 
his opponent, a worse man, will come in. 

A worse man cannot come in. The duelist 
is a murderer ; and is a man’s difference 
from you in political opinion more crimi¬ 
nal than murder ? And will you vote for 
a murderer, a despot, proud, liaughty, and 
revengeful, to keep out another man, per¬ 
haps equally qualified, and ^ ”

There will soon be no c 
be overlooked hy party 
minal too loathsome and desperate to 
float into office on the tide of party. When 
dence of competition rises so high 
country, as to trend down the laws 
of God, disregarding entirely the moral 
character of candidates for office ; if their 
being on our side will sanctify their crimes 
nd push them, reeking with blood, into 
office ; the time is not distant when we 
shall have no liberties to protect. Such a 
people are too wicked to be free, and God 
will curse them, by leaving them to eat of j 
the fruit of their way. 

Bat suppose the opponent of the duelist 
besides his political heresy, to be a bad 
also, and guilty of the same prime.— 
If I do not vote for the man on my side in 
politics, will not this be helping his antag¬ 
onist, and will not this be as bad as if I 
voted directly 1 No. You are accounta¬ 
ble for your own conduct only. If other 
people put into office bad men whom you 
Id not keep out, but by voting for one 
ally bad, for their conduct you are not 
ountable. 

t is certainly a different thing whether a 
man come into power by your agency, 
or in spite of it. But suppose the duelist, 
in all respects excepting this crime, is a 
better man than his opponent, of two evils 
may we not choose the least ? Yes, of 
two natural evils you may, if you must lose 
a finger or an arm, cut off the finger : but 
of two sinful things, you may choose 
ther ; and therefore you may not vote for 
one bad man, a murderer, to keep on 
other bad man, though even a worse 
It is to do evil that good may come ; 
of all who do this the apostle deck 
‘ their damnation is just.’ What must 
do, then, in those cases vvhere the candi¬ 
dates of the parties are such, as that it 
would be sinful to vote fur either of them ? 
Vote for neither, and in future you will 
not be insulted by such candidates for suf¬ 
frage. Let those who stand behind the 
curtain and move the Springs know that 
you have consciences, and that you will 
be guided by them ; and they will take 
re that you shall not be compelled to 
row away your votes. 

But perhaps the liberties of our country 
e at stake—might we not for once, and 
i such an emergency, vote for a duelist ? 
The same song has been sung at every 
election these twenty years, and by each 
party. It is an electioneering trick to ex¬ 
cite your fears, to awaken your prejudic- 
inflaine your passions, and to get 
vote, right or wrong. 

! suppose your liberties are in dan¬ 
ger ; if they are so far gone as to depend 
on the election of one man, and that man a 
tyrant —a murderer —they are gone irre¬ 
trievably. Beside the absurdity of ap¬ 
pointing a murderer to protect life, and a 
despot to protect liberty, it is to be remem¬ 
bered that God is our only efficient pro- 
tector. Men are merely instruments; but 
II God bless such instruments, selected 
- contempt of his authority, and rescued 
from the s«-ord of his justice ? All at-' 


ortive ; you hatch the cockatrice egg, and 
weave the web of the spider. If your lib¬ 
erties are in danger, reform—pray—and 
call to your aid men of rectitude, men of 
clean hands, whose counsels God may be 
expected to bless. 

Rut it is difficult to know, in all cases, 
who are good men.’ True ; and will you 
therefore vote for them whom you kn 
to be had men ? Rather discard tin 
whom you know to be bad men, and sc 
timze critically the characters of those who 
profess to be good, and after your utmost 
cf Ue, you will be sufficiently exposed 
deception. 

But the reply is ever at hand, ‘ If they 
will fight, let them fight and kill each oth¬ 
er ; the sooner we are rid of them, the 
better.’ And are you prepared to intrust 
your lives and all dear to you, to such 
ui, whom you confess to be a nuisance, 

J whose death would be a public bless- 
[ ? Beside, there is no such thing as 
killing all ; the example of the duelist is a 
wide-spreading Contagion. 

NO OTHER CRIME SO ALARMING. 
Dueling is a great and alarming nation- 
sin ; no other crime, with suGh shame¬ 
less effrontery, bids defiance to the laws of 
God and man, no other crime is so pallia¬ 
ted, justified, arid with such impunity sanc¬ 
tioned by the great ; and, of course, 
other crime has so alarming an aspect u 
the principles of our young men, arid the 
moral sensibilities of our country, 
crisis is an awful one ; and this apathy to 
crime of the deepest dye, is a prelude of 
pproaching death. But, though there 
are peculiar reasons for attempting 
arouse tile listless attention of the public 
to this sin, there are decisive objections 
the appointment to office of an immoral 
The prodigal, the drunkard, the 
profane, the Sabbath-breaker, the adulter- 
• the gambler, are all disqualified 
legislators; and no man with an enligh¬ 
tened conscience can vote for them. 

And now, let me ask you solemnly, will 
you persist in your attachment to duel¬ 
ists? Will you any longer, either deliber¬ 
ately or thoughtlessly, vote for them ?— 
Will you renounce allegiance to your Ma¬ 
ker, and cast the Bible behind your back ? 
Will you confide in men void of the fear 
of God and destitute of moral character? 
Will you intrust life to MURDERERS* 
and liberty to DESPOTS ? Are you pat¬ 
riots, and will you constitute those legisla¬ 
tors, who despise you ; and despise equal 
laws, and wage war with the eter ' 
ciples of justice ? 

Are you Christians; and by upholding 
duelists, will you deluge the land 
blood, and fill it with widows and with 
orphans ? Will you aid in the prostratio 
of justice—in the escape of criminals—i 
the extinction of liberty ? Will you plat 
in the chair of State, or in the Senate, me., 
who, if able, would murder you for speaking 
the truth ? Shall your elections turn on 
expert shooting, and your deliberate bod- 
become a host of armed men? Will 
destroy public morality by tolerating, 
yea, by rewarding the most infamous 
crimes ? Will you teach your children 
that there is no guilt in murder? Will 
istruct them to think lightly of duel- 
ltd train them up to destoy or be de¬ 
stroyed in the bloody field ? Will you be¬ 
stow your suffrage, when, by withholding 
you may arrest this deadly evil—when 
is too is the only way in which it can be 
>ne, and when the present is perhaps the 
ly period in which resistance can. avail 
when the remedy is so entirely in vour 
wer ; and when God, if you douot punish 
these guilty men, will most inevitably punish 
you. 


If the widows arid the orphans which 
this wasting evil has created, and is year¬ 
ly multiplying, might all stand before you, 
Id you witness their tears, or listen to 
.their details of anguish? Should they 
point to the murderers of their father 
their husbands, and their children, an 
lift up their voice, and implore your aid to 
arrest an evil whieh had made them deso¬ 
late, could you disregard their cry ? Be¬ 
fore their eyes, could you approach the 
polls and patronize by your vote the de¬ 
stroyers of their peace ? Had you beheld 
a dying father conveyed, bleeding and ag¬ 
onizing to his distracted family, had vou 
heard their piercing shrieks and witnessed 
their frantic agony ; would you reward the \ 
savage in«n who had plunged them in dis¬ 
tress ? Had the duelist destroyed your 
neighbor—had your own father been kill¬ 
ed by the man who solicits your suffrage_ 

had your son laid low by his hand, been 
brought to your door weltering in blood— 
would you think the crime a small one ?— 
Would you honor with your confidence, 
and elevate to power by your vote, the 
guilty monster ? And what should you 
.k of vour neighbors, if regardless of I 
your agony, they should reward him ?— 
And yet. such scenes of unutterable anguish 
Iti plied every year. Every year 
the duelist is cutting down the neighbor ofl 
imebody. Every year, and many times 
the year, a father brought dead or dy¬ 
ing to hi s family, o,- a son laid breathless 
at the feet of his parents. 

With such considerations before you, 
why do yon w i s h t e vote for duelists ?— 
What have they done, what can they do, 
that better men cannot accomplish ? And 
till you incur all this guilt, and hazard 
II these consequences for nothing ? Have 
ou no religion, no conscience, no love to 
your country, no attachment to liberty, no 
vuroanity, no sympathy, no regard to your 
iwn welfare in this life, and no fear of 
:onsequences in the life to come ? Oh, 
ny countrymen, awake!—Awake to 

rimes which are your disgrace—to mise- 
ies which know no limit—to judgments 
vhich will make you desolate ! 
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MR. CLAY & DANIELlO’COJi.N ELL. 

Abolitionists and the friends ofthe “Lib¬ 
erator,” in this country will read with in¬ 
terest the following extract from a speech 
of Mr. Clay, delivered in the United States 
Senate in 1839. 

“ Like a notorious agitator [O’Connell] 
upon another theatre, they [the abolition¬ 
ists] would hunt down and proscribe from 
the pale of civilized society the inhabitants 
of that entire sectiom Allow me Mr. 
President, to say, that while I recognize 
in the justly wounded feelings of the 
Minister of the United Stages at St. James 
[Mr. Stevenson,] much to excuse the no¬ 
tice which he was provoked to take of that 
agitator [O’Connell,] in my humble opin¬ 
ion, he would better have conducted the 
dignity of his station and of his country 

treating it with contemptuous silence.’* 

Mr. Stevenson had been found out ti 
belong to the slave trading State of Vir 
ginia. It was circulated to his disgrace it 
the English circles. Mr. O’Connell re 
fused to shake hands with a slaveholder 
and declared in his speech that he would 
nquire into the matter, and find out iv heth- 
?r Mr. Stevenson was not himself a slave 
breeder, for such he was, and it was the 
truth that cut, and if he found the Amer¬ 
ican Minister to be a slave-breeder, he de¬ 
clared that Englishmen ought not to re¬ 
ceive him in their social circles. Mr. Ste¬ 
venson’s slaveholding blood boiled, and he 
sent a challenge to the Great Liberator to 
fight a duel. O’Connell treated that let¬ 
ter with published contempt. Mr. Clay 
continued : 

“ He [O’Connell] would exclude us 
[slaveholders] from European society—he 
who himself can only obtain a contraband 
admission, and is received with scornful 
repugnance into it I If he be no more de¬ 
sirous of our society than we are of his, 
he may rest assured that a state of eter¬ 
nal non-intercourse will exist between us. 
Yes, sir, I think the American Minister 
would best have pui^ued the dictates of 
true dignity, by regarding the language 
of the British House of Commons, as the 
malignant ravings of the plunderer of his 
own country, and the libeller of a foreign 
and kindred people.” 

There you have Mr. Clay’s opinion of 
American Slavery, aijd of Daniel O’Con¬ 
nell, the slaves’ friend, aud the'poor man’s 
friend, the world over. These are the 
views and feelings of Van Buren and Cal¬ 
houn on the same subject. Mr. <5lay was 
the organ for both parties on that occa¬ 
sion. As soon as he had ended his speech 
Mr. Calhoun went across the senate cham¬ 
ber and took hold of the hand of Mr. Clay 
and said, “ I will not now despair of the 
republic.” The great Liberator is de¬ 
nounced in the American Senate, by Mr. 
Clay, ns a man of “ malignant ravings," 
is “ the Plunderer ” of Ireland I And be¬ 
muse he denounces American slaveholding

detnably Bible politics, that Mr. Smith 
preached on the Sabbath—such as the fol¬ 
lowing : The “ God of Israel said, he that 
ruleth over men must be just, ruling in the 
fear of the Lord.” On examining the 
strong holds in God’s word in which the 
accused would find an asylum, it seems 
that his accusers dare not venture 
gageiri the discussion. They saw that 
his position was invulnerable ; and that the 
whole Bible is directly or indirectly against 
wicked politics and in favor of a,rig hit 
kind—a kind which acknowledges God 
and bows to his authority. Says Mr. S.

SECOND LETTER TO SETH MAY. 

!Jear Sir : 

Your answer to my letter of Jan. &2d. 
does not convince me, that the Constitu¬ 
tion does not prohibit Slavery and slave 
Representation, in the several states, as 
well as elsewhere. 

I am well pleased with many of your 
remarks, nor have I the least fear that 
you will knowingly, sacrifice a righteous 
chum to Liberty, to the injury ofthe hum¬ 
blest individual,'and could you be con- 
inced of the fact that the Constitution is 
II on the side of the objects of the Liber¬ 
ty Party, you would gladly avail them of 
that immense advantage. 

• You will not think me disrespectful, my 
Dear Sir, prompted as I am by an ardent 
desire to guard the rising prospects of 
bleeding humanity, against a side wind 
which is setting strongly against an all im¬ 
portant truth, admitted even by our slave 
holding Senate on the memorable 1 Ith of 
12, that the framers of the Consti¬ 
tution had used the wrong word and that 
by omitting to use the only proper word, 
(slave instead of person) they had sacri¬ 
ficed the rights of the South. That was 
a seasonable hint and to secure the bene¬ 
fit of it is ray object in writing. That sla¬ 
very in the States, (all the States) is at the 
disposal of the general government is plain 
from the 10th amendment inasmuch as 
whatever is prohibited to the states is re¬ 
served to the Geneyal Government, the 
depriving of Liberty is prohibited in the 
broadest sense, and you will perceive that 
it is only the powers which are not re¬ 
served to the people by the Constitution, 
and those which are not prohibited by it, 
that are not reserved to the States. 

Now if the rights promised in the amend¬ 
ments are not meant for the whole, who 
they meant for ? If the promise that 
person shall be deprived of Liberty, 

?s not secure the freedom of every per- 
i in. the United States, (in a constitution¬ 
al sense) how does it secure the freedom 
of any person ? and if it does not secure 
the freedom of any person, what was it 
the constitution for? I confess 
e no use in it, and unless you can 
produce some authority besides Sec. 2d. 
in favor of your opinion, I shall soon have 
the happiness to know that the brood ba¬ 
sis of the Constitution as it now is, is suf¬ 
ficient for your standard of rights, inde- 
pendent of other araen4pients which we * 
can never get, till three fourths of the 
States have perpetuated slavery, just as 
Party spirit, avarice, and igno¬ 
rance may chance to want it. 

1 have not time to notice all your argu¬ 
ments, nor is it necessary, as what 1 con- 
iider the main error is embraced in the 
question, what provision in the Constitu¬ 
tion authorizes the general government to 
say that the States shall not enslave the 
African race, tolerate theft, murder, &c. 
riswer, the amendment just quoted,as al- 
he provision in Sec. S, which empow- ; ; 
the Government to make all laws, nec¬ 
essary and proper for the welfare of each 
individual, the whole United: Stares being 
composed of individuals. Suppose, for 
instance, the Government should become 
convinced that the welfare of both master 
and slave, absolutely require the abolition 
of slavery, what provision in the constitu¬ 
tion would they violate in so doing? not 
sec. 2d, for that contains no prohibition, 
nor does it guarantee the continuance of 
slavery for a single moment, of course it. 
does not guarantee the continuance of 
slave representation, and as the method 
for amending is to add new articles in¬ 
stead of altering the original, I cannot 
see why, the three fifths principle,’ is not 
os really repealed by the 5th amendment, 
as if all that relates to slave representa¬ 
tion had been actually struck out, for ex¬ 
ample the 11th amendment provides that 
the Judicial power shall not extend to a 
case between a State, and citizens of an¬ 
other State, and as this repeals the original 
which says it shall so extend, why does 
not the 5th amendment by securing equal 
liberty, (and that abolishes slavery,) re¬ 
peal slave representation, as allowed in 
the clause you have quoted ; espeeiallv as 
you necessarily admit, that state laws 'and 
constitutions avail nothing, against the 
Constitution of the United States. The 
better to be understood permit me to par¬ 
aphrase Sec. 2d., tints. Representatives 
&c. shall be apportioned by adding to the 
whole number of Persons in possession of 
Liberty 3-5 of those Persons who are de- 
' ed of Liberty, ‘ NO Person shall be 
deprived of Liberty,’ thunders forth the 
5th amendment. Now as the above fuliy 
repealed in relation to the judicial power, 
why does not this fully amend in relation 
to slavery, and slave Representation ? Be 
good enough to explain this more fully, 
and if I have exceeded the bounds bf'a 
strict construction., please to show vvhere- 

I have the happiness to perceive that the 
main point of difference between us, is 
that which relates to the powers reserved 
to the States, and this may easily be dis¬ 
posed of, sinee you are satisfied that to 
deprive slaves of liberty is unconstitution¬ 
al, and that the States have no right to 
make Laws which ‘ conflict’ with the Fed¬ 
eral Constitution. Be good enough to con¬ 
tinue this correspondence. If I do not 
answer your questions satisfactorily be sure 
to remind me of it, and I will explain, and 
if satisfied that my views ate right, I doubt 
not that you will cheerfully embrace them.

NEW CHURCH AT AUGUSTA, MAINE. 

A second Baptist Church was organized at Au¬ 
gusta, March 16, 1842, that shall maintain uncom¬ 
promising hostility 0 the system of slavery, by ex¬ 
cluding slave holders front all forms of religious 
fellowship. 

CHURCH ACTION ON SLAVERY. 

The. following preamble and resolutions were 
unanimously > adopted by the Second Baptist 
Church in Augusta on Monday evening March 
18th, 1S44. 

Whereas the form of the government of the Bap¬ 
tist Church under its head JESUS CHRIST, is 
independent, and whereas he has lodged with it 
the power of restricting the ordinances of the 
church to those who give scriptural evidence of 
true piety, correct moral conduct, and obedience 
to his laws; and whereas he has commanded her 
to keep herself pure from all sin, and whereas si¬ 
lence with reference to any sin in the church isj 
justly construed into an approval of that sin;, 
therefore Resolved;— 

1st. That we regard slavery as it exists in these 
United States a heinous sin against God, and a 
violation of the inalienable rights of man, and that 
it is without any just defence or excuse. 

2d. That we cannot receive a slaveholder to our 
church or communion, nor a slave holding minis¬ 
ter to our pulpit, and that lye regard this as no 
new test of fellowship, but the application of an 
old one, viz : ‘ Have no fellowship with the un¬ 
faithful' works of darkness but rather reprove 
them.’ . . 

3d. That we regard it the duty of Christians to 
‘ remember those in bonds as bound with-them,’ 
to labor and pray for their deliverance, and in 
.their individual and collective capacity to bear 
unequivocal testimony against the sin of slave-

Any justice of the peace or judge of 
any municipal or police court, within the county 
where the offence may be committed, shall have 
original and exclusive jurisdiction ovpr the offen¬ 
ces mentioned in the second section of this act ;
